THE NEW YORK CENSUS. 


The Result a Surprise to Both 


the Parties. 


PAGE WILL HAVE 12,000 MAJORITY. 


The Falling Off Said To Be Due to tho 


Candidate's Personal Unpopularity— 
I>6mocrats Make Enormous Gain* in 
the State Legislature—The Prohibition 
Vote—Speaker Beed Addresses an An- 
dlence at Boston—Kansas Repnbl icans. 
MONTPELIER, Vt, Sept. 4.—The result 


of the state election in Vermont was a 
genuine surprise, and it is safe to say that 
the Democrats were much more astonish- 
ed than their political antagonists. Re- 
turns in Vermont come in slowly, and it 
is not possible to give the result with ex- 
actness, but it will net be far from 13,000 
majority for Carroll S. Page, of Hyde 
Park. This is a shrinkage from ISSSof 
16,000 and from 1886 of 6,000, when Orms- 
bee received until then the smallest ma- 
jority. The falling off ia due to the per- 
sonal unpopularity of the Republican 
candidate and the dislike of the voters of 
this "old-fashioned state to the practical 
politics" which Mr. Page used extensively 
in securing the nomination against M. M. 
Woodbury, of Burlington. There can be 
no doubt but that the voters resented his 
action, as Page ran far behind the lieu- 
tenant governor in every section of the 
state. 


Big Democratic Gains. 


The Democrats gained enormously in 


the legislature. Towns which have al- 
ways been impregnably Republican this 
year send Democrats to the lower house. 
There will be over fifty Democrats in the 
legislature which will meet here next 
month. There were only fifteen in 1888, 
and the average has been nearer fifteen 
than thirty. Ludlow and Poulfcney send 
Democrats for the first time since the 
towns were settled, while Rutland, Brat- 
tleboro, Bellows Falls, Bennington, Mor- 
ristown, Danby, and Calais send Demo- 
crats, much to their own and everybody 
else's surprise. 


The Prohibition Tote. 


The Prohibition vote cut but a slim fig- 


ure. In the towns heard from the vote 
has fallen off 150 from that of 1888. The 
question of high license did not affect the 
vote for governor, but it apparently did 
have a weight in the choosing of the rep'- 
resentatives, as is evident by the election 
of a large number of Republicans who are 
professedly 
high 
license 
men. It is 


thought that enough Democrats and anti- 
prohibition Republicans have been elected 
to constitute a majority in the next house, 
bnt as tbe senate is almost solidly against 
a change in the law their efforts will be of 
no avail beyond showing the desire of a 
large number of the people of the state to 
get rid of the present statute which has 
become painfully inoperative. 


Reed Speaks at Boston.

Reed had finished.

A Movement to Identify That Church 


wilh Their Improvement.

reliuquishment by the employing classes, 
in many instances, of advantages now 
considered legitimate sources of profit. 
Persons outside me church regard the 
scheme as visionary. Tho pope is spend- 
ing several hours each day in the sludy 
of Socialist books and leaflets, with a view 
toem'iodyitig liis conclusions in a forth- 
coming encyclical. 


SUFFOCATED IN A WELL. 


Three Men Lose Their Liven nt West New 


Brighton, S. I. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.— Alnmt 4 o'clock 


Thursday morning Joliu Dillon, a laborer, 
went down Into n well which he had been 
engaged to clean on the property of Kale 
Dillon, Henderson avenue, West New 
Brighton, S. 1. After his being down a 
short time and it being noticed he bad 
stopped work. Thomas Sheehnn climbed 
down to see what was the matter with 
Dillon. When Hearing the bottom of the 
well Sheelian was seen by the onlookers 
to throw up his hands and fall heavily to 
the bottom. A mun named Fleming then 
volunteered to go do\vn and rescue the 
two men. He eJged his way down but 
harl only gone a little way when he gave a 
cry, threw up his hands and fell to the 
bottom. After some difficulty and no lit- 
tle danger ropes and hooks were secured 
and the head bodies of the three men were 
pulled to the surface, all three having 
been suffocated to death by foul gaaes. 
The well is twenty feet deep. 


Science nnd the Guillotine. 


PAK1S, Sept. 4,—Jacques Constant, who 


was sentenced to death at the Vosges 
court assizes for murder and robbery, was 
guillotined Wednesday at Epinal. Within 
one minute after the knife bad fallen the 
body was handed over to Dr. Gley, pro- 
fessor of physiology of the faculty of Paris 
and Dr. Couturier, who awaited the arri- 
val of the body iu a room close to the 
scene of execution. Dr. Gley ttated that 
he was able to observe the heart beating 
for six minutes after he had received the 
body, his experiments proving that the 
contractions of the ventricles aud auricles 
are independent of each other. This is 
the first time in the history of science that 
such an experiment has been made on a 
human body. 


The Question of Apprentices. • 


BOSTON, Sept. 4.—At the second day's 


session of the United Typothetae Wednes- 
day Mr. Petlibono, of Chicago, for the 
committee on appreutloebhip system, pre- 
sented an extended report in which the 
revival of the system iu some form was 
strongly urj<od, on the ground that such 
revival would tend to make better work- 
men, do away with the labor troubles and 
bring in a much better class of men. Wal- 
lace, of Philadelphia, presented a protest 
against the re-establialiment o£ the ap- 
prenticeship system, expr ssing the be- 
lief that the system was a back number 
and that a substitute for it would be 
found in the mechanical trade schools.

A Strike on Parnell's i'rop erty. 


LONDON, Sept. t.—The quarry men em- 


ployed on the estate of Parnell struck 
against the employment of persons ob- 
noxious to them as managers and over- 
seers, the ground of objection being that 
the overseers wore strangers and person a 
of a different creisfl from the. quarry men. 
It Is understood that Parnell will close 
the quarries should the dispute continue. 
The Dublin corporation obtains its sup- 
ply of paving stone from these quarries. 


Carpenters Returning to Work. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 4.— The carpenters' strike 


is practically over. The number of idle 
joiners is less now than at any time dur- 
ing the two weeks previous to the strike. 
It Is estimated that between the old and 
new bosses there are about 1,500 non-union 
men employed. The number of union 
men who are now at work at the union 
scale of wages of 87% cents an hour Is fig- 
ured at 4,000.

The Affair the Outgrowth of the Fa- 


mous "Blacklisting" Resolution by 
Cannon—The Uomarkx of Camming* 
Frequently Interrupted by Kerr and 
Rowcll—The !>>i}'s Proceedings in tbe 
Senate—A Dlaputcli to Gen. Barrun- 
dla'n Widow. 


WASHINGTON 
CITV, 
&>pt. 4.—In the 


house Thursday senate bill was passed to 
establish a port of delivery at Sioux City, 
Iowa. Cuuimings of New York rising to 
a question of privilege, protested against 
his "blacklisting" by the famous Cannon 
resolution. The gentleman who had of- 
fered the resolution had made unjust im- 
putations, and in making these imputa- 
tions lie had falsified the record and black- 
listed himself. He then proceeded to make 
an attack upon Cannon, comparing him 
to the noted Tinnville of the Freash revo- 
lution. In support of his resolution, the 
gentleman from Illinois (Cannon) bad ap 
pealed to the record. The gentleman from 
loiva (Henderson) had seconded the gentle' 
man from Illinois, and had used the 
word 
"sneak." 
There had been some 


sneaking done, as the record indicated. 
The record showed that the speaker had 
refused to the house the list of names of 
the bbentees. 


The Speaker Arraigned. 


Fancy the great chairman of the great 


committee on appropriations, the suc- 
cessor of Samuel J. Kandall, sneaking to 
the clerk's desk and obtaining surrepti- 
tiously a list of members that had been 
refused to the house, and upon this list 
basing a false accusation against his fel- 
low members. 
Was not that an act 


worthy of Tiunville? He then proceeded 
to arraign the speaker and the majority 
of the conimittee on rules. This majority 
composed a triumvirate almost as power- 
ful as the one which sprang into life 
after the assassination of Julius Ceosar. 
When the house met in the morning, 
Mark Antony recognized Lepldus or Oc- 
tavious and nobody else. AH tbe legisla- 
tive meat was cut and distributed accord 
ing to a prearranged programme. 


Frequent Interruptions. 


Cummings was frequently interrupted 


by Kerr, of Iowa, and Rowell, of Illinois, 
and with the point of order that he was 
not confining himself to a question of 
personal privilege. Crimmings proceeded 
with his arraignment of the speaker, but 
after frequent interruptions asked unani- 
mous eminent lo print the remainder of 
his remarks in The Record; bnt this con- 
tent was refused by Kerr and Dunnell. 
Cannon remarked that the gentleman was 
printing a speech under the false pretence 
of mukiug a personal explanation. 


CumiuingH—That pretense is not as 


false as the pretense by which you smug- 
gled my nuuie into that blacklist. 


Another interruption was made by Kerr. 


This interruption was protested against 
by Blouut, ot Georgia. Not twenty-four 
hours ago, aaid he, u gentleman on the 
other side wai permitted to arraign a sen- 
ator of the United States. 


Cannon—1 call the gentleman to order. 


[Laughter.] The gentleman from Geor- 
gia can not take the gentleman from New 
York off the floor. 


Blount—Yesterday a gentleman on the 


other side was permitted, in violation of 
the rules of the house, to arraign a sena- 
tor as a felon and to arraign his colleague? 
for associating with a felon. 


Cannon—The gentleman from Georgia 


has no right to state a question of per- 
sonal privilege during the time of the gen- 
tleman from New York. 


Blount—I am not stating a question of 


personal privilege. But there has been a 
continued interruption of the gentleman 
from New York, and an effort to suppress 
him that I have never seen attempted be- 
fore, and which in the light of the trans- 
action of yesterday is exceedingly op- 
pressing. 


Stopped by the Speaker. 


Cummings then proceeded with his 


speech, and at the end of an hour was 
stopped by the gavel of the speaker pro 
tern. (Burrows). Blund of Missouri made 
the point of order that in speaking to a 
question of privilege a gentleman was not 
governed hy the hour rule. The speaker 
pro tem. overruled the point and Bland 
appealed. Cannon moved to lay the ap- 
peal on tin- table, and on this motion de- 
manded the previous question; but Bland 
protested that he was entitled to the floor 
amid applause on the Democratic side. 
The spraker pro tem. recognized Eland's 
right to the floor. Bland yielded to Cum- 
mings; and, notwithstanding a protest 
from Kerr,the speaker pro tem. recognized 
the gentleman from New York, who pro- 
ceeded with his speech. 


Senate Proceedings* 


The tariff bill was taken up in the senate 


immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal under the agreement limiting discus- 
sion on each subject to five minutes for 
each senator. The presiding officer an- 
nounced that general debate on the bill 
had closed with the exception of the res- 
ervation of the day when the final vote is 
to be taken and when three hours' time is 
to be allowed to each side.

and Atlantic City. 
PITTSDUUO, Pa., Sept. 4.—A special to 


The Times from East Liverpool, Ohio, 
says: Word comes from Walkers, a small 
hamlet situated between this place and 
Wellsville, of a case of barbarous cruelty, 
which occurred there u day or two ago. 
Elias Glass lives there and works In the 
sewer pipe works at that place. His wife 
works in the glass factory in this city. 
Both are absent from home through the 
day and the honso is left in the care of 
their young children. The youngest child 
is about 1 year old and the oldest Is a 
half-witted boy about 14 years old. While 
the parents were away, as usual the baby 
became fretful and its cries so enraged the 
boy that he lifted its skirts and placed the 
little one on a hot stove and held it there 
until it was burned in a horn Die manner. 


Tlit Parent* Worse Than the Boy. 


When the mother returned home in the 


evening and heard from other children 
what had happened, she bared the boy's 
back and with a stout strap, on the end 
of which was a buckle, beat him until 
his buck was covered with blood and 
bruises. Later, when the father returned 
home and was informed of what had 
occurred, he stripped the boy's legs, took 
a lid from the stove and applied it to the 
bare limbs of the boy in several places, 
searing him terribly at every touch. The 
township authorities, hearing of the af- 
fair,, had the parents arrested. 


THE WORK OF WHITE-CAPS. 


A Preacher Near Reno, Kan.. Brutally 


Beaten by Masked Men. 


KANSAS Cirr, Mo., Sept 4.—White 


Caps Wednesday night so brutally neat 
and maltreated J. Z. Smith, a preacheh 
who lives in a lonely piece of woods at 
Reno, Kan., that his life is despaired of 
Five mounted men, dressed in white and 
with long peaked caps on their heads, 
surrounded this preacher's house, and as 
he refused to open his door they burst ^11 
in. A gunny sack was thrown over hie 
head, nml be -.'us dragged out and the 
sack made fast by it rope to tho pommel 
of the Btuldle of one of the party, and was 
dragged through the woods, a distance of 
a mile, the horso going at a fast gallop. 


Cause of the Outrage. 


After amusing themselves in this man 


ner until they were tired tho White Caps 
stripped Smith naked and fastened him to 
tin ground by moans of forked sticks, his 
arms and I««* extended and beat him 
mercilessly with willow withes. He was 
left unconscious and bleeding, aud when 
found next morning was unable to speak 
or move. He was removed to a neighbor's 
house, and medical aid summoned, but it 
is doubtful whether he will survive his in- 
juries. Smith is about 05 years of age, 
and the only objection which the White 
Caps had to him was that he hod pro- 
posed marriage to a widow of 46 who live" 
in the neighborhood. 


Domestic Scandal Leads to Gun Play. 
WASHINGTON CITY, Sept. 4.—G. T, Par- 


ker, agent for a New York shoe firm, 
tried to shoot Dr. Qustavus Brown at the 
latter's house near the Shoreham hotel 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Parker suspected 


that his wife was unduly intimate with 
Dr. Brown, and a few days ago told her 
he was going out of town for a week. He 
did not go away, but watching her, yester- 
day, found her visiting the dentist at his 
rooms, and as he claims in a compromis- 
ing position.

WHY MAKE Hlif

Congressman Kennedy of Ohio has ex- 


pressed his opinion of Mr, Quay. Kennedy 
Is a republican, and one of those who ie 
always in favor of the Force bill.

I., makes a cloak behind which ig 
norant and arrogant wealth can purchase 
its way to power and then hide its cowardlj 
head behind the shapeless protection ol 
"senatorial silence." 
The Judas Iscarlot of two thousand years 


ago is to ftud a counterpart in the Juoas 
Iscarlot of to-day. Tne Judas who took 
the thirty pieces of silver and went and 
hanged himself has left an example for the 
Matt Quays that is well worthy of their 
imitation. One occupying the high place 
in the council* of the parly to which I be- 
long has suffered himself, month In and 
month out, to be charged with crimes and 
misdemeanors for which, if guilty, he 
should have been condemned under the 
laws of his state and have had 
meted out 


to him the fullest measure of its punisn- 
ment. This man is a republican. Shtll I 
remain silent? Neither decency nor honoi 
would permit me to do so. 


He has failed to justify himself, and 


though opportunity and ample time hav 
beengix-n him, he remains silent. HIS 
silence uiiler such circumstances is the con- 
fession of :uilt.
